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The following Account of the Batsle fought at Eckerena 
on the 30th of laft Month, w dated from the Fiench 
Camp at Dueren, July 1. and printed at Namur, 


HE Marquefs de Bedmar@havin jected, in 
T concert with che Marfhals and 
Boufiiers, to attack the Army of the Enemies com- 
manded by Monlieur Obdam, encamp’d at Eckeren, 
within a League of our Lines; The Marthal de 
Boufiers left the Grand Army encamp’d at Dieft on 
the 29th of June at 41 in the Morning, with 1500 
Grenadiers and 30 Squadrons, half Horfe half Dra- 
goons, to joyn the Marquefs de Bedmar, in order to 
attack with the greater Advantage the Enemy, whole 
Cavalry we were inform’d was entamp’d on the 
Heath adjoyning to the Village of Eckeren; but we 
learnt huey that all cheis Troops, confifting 
(according to the report of the Deférters and Pri- 
foners) of above 20 Battallions, -8 Regiments of 
Horfe and 4 of Dragoons, were encamp’d about thar 
Village, among Enclofures, wheré Horfe could nor 
act. The Marfhal de Boufflers who left his Troops 


on their March to come-and confult before. with the” 


Marquefs de Bedmar, arriv’d on the 29th at ro at 
Night at Prince’ dy Quarers at 
Winneghem, whither the Marquefs de Bedmar re- 
pair'd to meet him. The Troops did not arrive till 
yefterday at 4 in the Morning ; at 7 the wholeArmy, 
compos'd of 28 Battallions and 49 Squacrons put 
themfelves in Motion, and having 4 Leagucs to 
march, by reafon of the large Circumference which 
was found expedient to be taken to get by the Heath 
to the Enemies Rear, and to keep our March undif- 
cover’d, the Cavalry could nor arrive till 3 inthe 
Afternoon in fight of the Enemies‘Camp, who rhen 
fir'd 3 pieces of Cannon to order their Troops to 


‘their Arms: Our Infantry with the Artillery did 


not come up till haif an hour paft 4. Our foremoft 
Troops arriving at the Village of Houwen within 
half a League of Eckeren, found there feveral Squa- 
drons of the Enemies. The Troop of Guards of the 
Marquefs de Bedmar,and the Brigade of Toulongon 
compos’d of 6Squadrons, were order’d to charge 
them, which was done by the Troop of Guards with 
fo much Valour, that they broke and diforder’d 4 
Squadrons; and the Regiment of Toulongon ferving 
the Squadrons they charg’d in like manner, the Ene- 
mies Horfe rerir’d behind their Foor. Monfieur de 
Verboom, Quarter Mafter General of the Spanifh 
Troops, going at the fame time with 40 Dragoons 
to the Village of Oreren, (from whence runs a Digue 
to Lillo,) to fee whether the Enemy had not a De- 
fign to retreat thar way, found there the Counrefs 
de Tilly who was come to Dine in the Camp with 
the Count her Husband, and was returning to Lillo 


with 2 Coaches with 6 Horfes each ; the Lady was 


taken and conducted ro the Quarters of Prince Tfer- 
claes her Brother in Law. Monfieur de Verboom 
perceiv’d that the Enemies Troops, particularly the 


Foot, intended to march by the Village of Oreren to 


fetire to Lillo: "Whereupen the Marfhal de ae 
immediately fent thither the Count de Guifcar 


with 3 Regiments of Dragoons who took Polt on 
the Digue, and afterwards the Brigades of Wetterlo 
and Deinfe, confifting of 6 Battalions, were order’ 
to reinforce the Count de Guifcard and enable him

Artillry had play’d a while, our Men chare’ 
emy’s Foor, who made one Difcharge feasthate 
fiall Arms and retir’d behind other Ditches and 
Hedges, from which they were beaten and oblig’d to 
fetire into the Village of Eckeren, where the Fight 
grew hotter-; the Enemies being driven out thence, 
betook themfelves to the Digue that leadsto Wile 
merdonck,. where the Difpute was very obftinare 


dgfted Nie WnoTilade an extraordinary Fire, 


and as they dgew back on the Digue our Cavalry 
and Dragoons advanc’d to fupport our Infantry. A 
Troop of Dragoons advanc'd on the Digue beyond 
our Foot, which produc’d an ill effect ;, for 60 or 
80 of the Enemies Horfe who came up on the other 
fide of the Digue fell headlong upon them Sword ia 
Hand, and drove them backwards on the Troop be- 
hind them, and the Ardour of the Troops having 
made them draw up clofe after each other without, 
leaving any {pace between Troop and Troop, our } 
Horfe was eblig’d ro retire a little. in diforder to- - 
wards the Village where the Fight began ; this Mo- - 
tion of the Cavalry caus’d fome diforder likewife ' 
among the Infantry on the Digue, who were oblig’d 
to retire down to the foot of the Digue, both on the 
Right and Lefr, Part of the Officers and Soldiers ° 
fd a great Ditch full of Water which divides the 
Road that is at the foot .of the Digue from fome 
Meadows and Corn-Fieldthar lye along that Dirch, 
and in which ftood 5 or 6 Battallions commanded by 
the Prince d’Epinoy and the Marquefs de Thoy, 
which charg’d the Enemy fo opportunely, as they 
were returning from driving our Cavalry before 
them 5 or 600 Paces, that the Officer and all his 
Troopers were kill'd, excepr 3 or 4 who rejoyn’d 
the main Body of the Enemy. It being then ga 
clock at Night, our Horfe and Foor that remain’d 
on the Digue rerir’d towards the Village of Hon- 
wen, but the Prince dEpinoy and Monfieur de 
Thoy, continued with the Bartallions under their 
command above an hour and an half longer on the 
groucd where they were pufted, which was properly

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Digue and the Village of Orteren ill 11 at Night, 
from whence he drove the Enemy at firft, and where 
he maintain’d himfelf during the whole Action, not- 
withftanding the extraordinary Efforts made by the 


Enemy at different times to beat us from thence, im 


order to open them(felves a Paflage to Lillo. The En- 


gagement which lafted at leaft 4 Hours, was fo hot 
and obftinate, that thofe who have been in other 
Actions, confefs they never beheld a more terrible 
Fire than what was made on both fides, particularly 
by the Durch Foor, who are very brave, and bettr 
Markfmen than ours. Could the Enemy have 
found away to retreat, we are r{waded they 
would not have ftood to it fo boldly, but being 
hem’d in on all fides, they fought defperately, with 
a Refolution to oblige us vo let them efcape, or to 
fell their Lives very dear. The Enemy, accuftom’d 
to magnify little Matters, will nor fail to draw Con- 
fequences in their own Favour, from the ill beha-. 
viour of our Horfe; but befides that the Foor did 
not retire, the retreat of the Horfe ought not to ap- 
pear ftrange, when ‘tis confider'd that they were 
pofted on the top of a Digue where only 4 could 
inove a-breaft, and the fhelving of the Digue was fo 
crowded with Squadrons,that thofe a-top had hardly 
room to ftir. We took between 5 and 600 Prifoners, 
6 pieces of Cannon, feveral Colours and Standards, 
pillagd all their Baggage, and took 150 Carriages 
ioaded with Ammunition of all forts, and 40 Mortars 
for throwing Hand-Grenadoes. Monfieur Obdam 
General of the Enemies Army fled away in the midft 
of the Action (accompany’d by 4 Officers and 2 led 
Horfes,) over the Heath towards Breda ; and fuffi- 
ciently thew'd the Fear he was in by one Circum- 
ftance, viz. fticking a piece of Paper in his Hat, that 
he might not be queftion’d'by any of our Men that 
might have intercepted him in his Flight. A Letter 
of his written to the D. of Marlborough was inter- 
cepted, in which he informs that General that his 


“Hic thas. he had, lof all is 
for Lillo. The Princefs of Heffe Homburg habited 
like an Amazone on Horfeback, efcap’d likewife by 
the Heath to Breda. On our fide betwen 15 and 
1600 Men. were kill’d or wounded. Of the Enemy 
tis computed above 2000 were kill’d on the Spor 
and 80 Boats have been fent from Lillo with their 
Wounded, befides 200 that were found on the Field 
of Battle and brought into Antwerp. We had at 
deat 150 Officers kill’d or wounded, tho’ all the 
Majors not having yet given in their Lifts the 
exact Number is not known, but ‘tis believ’d 
there were but 60 Officers kill'd, the chief of 
which are the Collonel de Signerau of the Re- 
giment of Maine, and the Count de Brias Col- 
lonel of a Walloon Regiment. Among our wound- 
ed are the Duke de Nortemart, the Baron de Kerys 
Colonel of the Elector of Cologne’s Life Guard, the 
Count de Notaf Colonel of that Electors Guards of 
Dragoons, Monficur de Valenfar a Colonel of Dra- 
goons, the Chevalier de Bournonville, the Marquefs 
“ la ox = Monfieur de Courville.
